Washinoton, .Inly ^2.— Uy far tlie 
most intercaliiig episode of ilie Mexi- 
can editors' tour in the United States 
bappened in Maryland. This inci- 
dent was the roinuiilic marriage ol 
one of Ibe editors, Senor Nicasio I )!• 
Lugo Vina, of the City of Mexico, to 
Mias Tilly Uaiidy, a sister of Mra. 
Otto 8ntro,or llalHinore. Senor Vina 
slipped away from his companions at 
New York on the prelcxi that ihe 
trip by water to .New Haven would 
he loo miii h for him. 

The story begiiisiii 18711, wlion Sen- 
i>\- Vina oanie from Spain to the I'liil- 
adelpliia Bx|X)sitlon as a Comniis- 
sioiicr appidnlcd by Iho Spanish (lov- 
eriinient tu represent it. lie is ul an 
old aristucnitic family, and ri iiii neil 
to Spain after the Kxposiiimi. .\. he 
was u Colonel in Ihe Spanish ui iny, 
be was sonl lo Cubii willi Ibe Span- 
ish forces lo suppress an insurrection 
there, uiid diKliiiguisiied himself by 
cMrauriliiiaiy liravery. He was nulei'l 
in Havuna us one of the most dusbing 
yuniig soldiers, and was much sought 
after by Hie ladies. When Hie pres- 
ent King ascended tlic Spanish throne 
Col. Vina was iinwillin;; lu >ervo uii- 
iler a King, so lie ii -i^ned his cum- 
mission in the army and caiiie lu New 
York. He cngagoil in dillorcni pur- 
aultn, stock uperuliuiia and men aii- 
liie transactions, and linally drilled 
lo the City of Mexico, wliere lie en- 
gaged in literary piii'siiit.1, and bad a 
cummission from one of the .\ow Or- 
leans |iapers tu ^iijiply iiiruriiialion 
from Mexico. On une uf his irlps tu 
Vow Orleans a year ago, be inel at 
tbo liouao of Col. Wm. U Stewart, a 
wealHiy bruker of tliat city, the niece 
of Mr.Slewarl, Miss Tilly Handy, Hie 
youngcsl dungliler ol Ihe late (Jhiol 
.Instill' Handy, of .Missi.-sippi. 

Miss Hundy, a beautiful bruiietle, 
a iriio type of lite Souliiorn girl, and 
tliodaahing youTig officer at once 
formed a strong ail^'chiiiunl fur each 
oilier, which in a lew days ripened 
into an engagement. Tiio wooing 
was done al the coniilry resiilein e ul 
.Mr. Stewart at Ocean Springs, near 
.New Orleans. The young lady soon 
left Ihe Suiilh with her sister, Miss 
.Marv Handy, and wont to Italliniore 
lojuin aiiuttier sister, .Mrs, Otto .Sii- 
Iro. i:ol. Vina reliirnod lo .Mexico 
with tbo iiiidcrslundiiig thai l<o was 
lo go to llalliiiiuro lasi Clirisliiias. 
This promise he failbfully kept, and 
tlioii it was decided to bavi- the wed- 
ding lake place in ,liim? last. When 
1 lie .McMcan ediiiirial oM'iirsiiin was 
lilaiiiiod he was iii;;ed lujuin ihe par- 
ly, wbicli be did. expel ling lu leai li 
lialliinure at Hio uppuiiiled time. It 
seems, howoveivtbal the whole par- 
ty of editors wasunwllliiiglo let him 
leave them, and Ihey l elainod his hag- 
gage. He hud sneieeded in gelling; 
oU'lho train in Chicago, but was cap- 
tured and taken back by his eomrados. 
Ho could not, therefore, gel lo liuUi- 
nioro as he aiiticlpulcd, but w hen the 
excursionists were all leaving New 
York for New llavmi last Wednes- 
day, be iiiaiiagod to sliji oil hy saying 
lie would go by rail, tlio water' trip 
not being a good one lor him. lie 
quickly Went to Baltlinoro and join- 
ed Ills intended bride.

There were Hie 
cliildren of Andrew .lacksoii Don- 
aldson, the nephew and adopted son 
of Jackson. Gen.Grant's granddaugli- 
lor. Col. Fred Grant's daughter, was 
born in tlio White House. Gen. W. 
II. Harrison, tien. Zacliaiy Taylor 
and Ahruliuiii Lincoln woro buried 
from there. Gariield was buried 
from the rotunda of ibQOaDltal. One 
of President Llneolu'a<« ctittdren died 
in tlie While House. So did Mrs. 
Grant's fatiior.Ool. Fred Dent. There 
have been more iiiarriuges than 
deaths in the White llunse. The 
first marriage was Hiut of Miss Todd, 
a nicco of Mra. Madison, in I8I0, the 
groom being a Virginia Ooiigross 
man, Jolin G. Jackson. The next 
marriage had for its coiilraetiiig par- 
ties the daughter of Pres. Monroe 
ami .Mr. Gouveriicur, of Now Y'ork. 
.loliii Adams, the eon of Julintjuiiicy 
Adams, married his cousin. Miss Kcl- 
ley, ill llio White Mouse in 182ti. Tlie 
fcusl, it is s.iid, lasted an entire week. 
Next l ainc' the wedding <if Mr. I'an- 
(|uet and .^li^s Lewis, which was Biion 
folluweil by llie marriage of Miss 
Tyler and Mr. Waller., bolli of Vir- 
ginia. The last wedding in Hie 
Whito House was that of Miss Nellie 
Grant and Mr. Algenioii Sartoiis. 
Pres. Tyler proposed lo his second 
wife, Mi8.< (ierdncr, in ihe White 
House. The leiords show hut three 
christening in Ibe White House — 
Mrs. Wilcox, about 80 years ago ;

,\lliiuiij;h Ihc wedding had been set 
for noon, the disliiiguislied guests 
began to arriveas early as 1). Among 
Ihe llrst arrivals were .Mr. Gladstone 
and his sncces.sor, the Marquis of 
Salisbury, ucco-npanied by their 
wives. They greoled eucli uiher cur- 
(liull> , uiid were loudly applaniled hv 
the outsiilers. (ien.

A moincni'.^ ijiiiei and 
tlieii the sweet music of .Mendelsohn's 
Wedding March announced Ibe ar- 
rival of the bridal couple. Prince 
Henry, ullired in the niiil'urill of a 
Liciileiianl uf the Prussian Qanlcs 
ilu C'ui/)s, looking every iiioli a wor- 
thy bridegroom. He was utti^iided 
by bis biollier, Princ; Alexunder of 
IJnIgaris and Prince Francis of Hal. 
leiibuig. Tlie I'rineess Heatricc, dig- 
nillod but hliishiiig, was attended by 
Iho three daiiglilers 111' Ihe Prim e uf 
Wales, throe ol llie Diikeof Kdiiihnrg, 
twu of Prince Cbristlun and two uf 
the Grand Duko uf Hesse. She wU't 
altired iu a gown uf Hie ricliost duch- 
ess saliii, Iriniiiied with orange blos- 
soms and iiiugiillicenl lluniluii lace 
lent by iho (^iieun. In Iruiil was 
worked in uiiinsun silk u royal crown 
The bodice was low and tleeves short. 
The neck was of Honiloii lace. On 
assembling at Hie allar Hicimprcssivo 
marriage service of the Proloslani 
Kpiscopal Chiircb was intoned. The 
I'riiice uf Wales gave away the bride, 
whu answered llie lespunses wilii 
smiles and lirmness of vuicc,and was 
kissed by tbo (ineeii at Iho close. The 
wedding breakfast was given at Os- 
buriie Castle. 

Il is a notable fact that the Ihreal- 
eiied abseiii i' IVuin i|,e u eihl iiig uf all 
represeiilalivos of Hie groom's family 
was rceuiisidercd, so that liio young 
daughters of the Crown Prince and 
Crown Princess were pcriiiitted lo 
acl as hriilesiiiaids. 

The chief iiileic^l naturally conleis 
in Hie bride. The Princess ' lioul rice 
is a lull light haired, slender girl, iioi 
at all like her mother, and much 
prettier than the other royal children. 
She has- as many iieople have sai(i 

-"an Ainorican iiiul;," small, delicate 
features, a nose a irille ••lip-iilied, 
like a llower," and ycrv line In-uwii 
eyes, sweet red lips, liml luxuriant 
brown hair. The Princess is two 
inches luller lhaii the (jiicen, Willi a 
form— nut face — described as being 
so perfect llial, it is said, art oan add 
no beauty to its outlines. 

The eighth and yoniigest child of 
(Juccn Victoria, the Princess Ileal rice 
was born April 14, 1857. She is a 
throughly edttcaled and accompiisiied 
girl, and possesses mor,. than usual 
ahilily asaii ai iisl. Her life has been 
singulary iiniet and niicyeniriil. For 
flfleon years nast she has heen Ihe 
almost daily coiiipaiiioiiol her mother. 
The English people consider iier a 
martyr to maternal scltislmess. I'.ea- 
iricoisa favorilo wiih Iho masses, 
who despise the uiuiig fellow to 
whom she has become engaged, be- 
cause lie is willing to permit her as- 
sumption of the wifely position while 
burdened with the humdrum duties 
of the last daughter and inother'a 
coiiipaninn. 

The alliance has not met with favor 
anywhere. It is said the I'riiice of 
Wales does not like tbo marriage at 
all, and that it is tlic (jueeii's well- 
known obslinacy which prevails in 
periiiitling her yonngosl and must 
favorilo daughter lo make a match, 
wbicli is by no nieaiis an ambitions 
one. The Crown Prince of Prussia 
docs not like it, as it makes him 
brother-in-law to a very inferior 11 1 - 
tie German princeling' who will be 
his subject one day. Nor are our 
English cousins any belter pleased 
with Prince Henry, of ISallcnbcrg, 
because he is poor and expects lo 
settle down as a pensioner on the 
British government to tlie tune of 
.•fltO.OOO a year, additional to a duwrv 
of ifl.'iO.OOO. Altlioiigli Hie bride- 
groom lo be is one of the hundsumesl 
men In lOurope, said lo he worthy in 
every respect and an exemplary sol- 
dier, ho is the most un|)opuiar' man 
ill Iho Vnited Kingdom. While he 
basks in tbo smiles of hia future 
molhor-in-law, slurlling expressions 
of conlcniplure .seen and lieard every 
where ill (Ireut liritaiii and Irchmd 
for the "Gcriiiaii pauper," who is 
uhoni to niako a popular princess 
bis wife, as Is alleged witliout duo 
regard lo oil her his or her proper 
dignity, and witli Ihe expootallon of 
being muiiitaiiied at Iho expense of 
Ihe lux-iiayor. The trouble is ag- 
gravalod by Hie knowledge lliat 
(juoeii Victoria is enormously rich, 
and very willing to put on herslioiil- 
ders tliHii her own Iho expense of 
nmiiitaiiiiiig her daiighlor, wliile 
still enjoying the solace of her socie- 
ty.

'I'here is a Uiiiikcr lliil in .Miir 'iii- 

piii county, 111., also in Ingham c i- 

ty, Mich., and iu Uussell uunnt\, 
Kail,, but General Warren was not 
kllleU at either of tliese points. 

One hundred and ten years ai^o, 
ono of America's most noted liailles 
Willi the l!riti-.|i was lbn;!hl near 
Whore Bunker Hill inonuiueiit now 
•tauda. Xu that battle the British 
lo«t 1050 !u killed and wounded, 
while the American loss nniiibercd 
but 450. While the jieople of this 
country are showing sm h an inter- 
est in onr war history I am surprised 
that something has not been said 
about Bunker Hill. The Federal 
forces from Iloxbury to Uainbridgc 
were under commaml of (iimeral 
Artoina* Ward, lheji;rcat Anieriran 
lllliuorisl. Wlien the Anierii an hn- 
iiiurist really puis on his war paint 
and sounds the tocsin, he can organ- 
ize a great deal of iiiourning. 

General ward was assisted by I'lit- 
iiaiii, .Starke, I'resiolt, Gridley and 
I'omcroy. Colonel William Pre.scoll 
was sent over from liambridge to 
Cliarlcstown for the purpose ot lor- 
tifyiiig Hunker llill. Sou redoubt 
was thrown up duriug tho night on 
the ground where the monument 
now stands. 

The IJriii^h landed a large lorcc 
under Cieneruls Howe and i'igoi. 
and at two p. m. tho Americans 
wore reinforced by Generals Warren 
and I'omeroy. General Warrcii was 
of a literary turn of mind and during 
the battle took his lial olfaiid recited 
tt little poem beginning: 

"slainl, llif linnindV vdiir own, my Mmvi'-: 

Will yi' 1,'ivi' It ii|> Ui .-iiivcri'"' 

A man who could deliver an im- 
promptu ami extemporaneous address 
like that in riiblie, and while there 
was such a liiller feeling of hospital- 
ity on the iiurt of liic ainliem c, must 
have been a good scholar. In our 
great fratricidal slrile twenty years 
ago the inferiority of our Generals in 
this respect was iminfully uoliccablu. 
We did not have a commander who 
could address his troops in rhyme to 
save his neck. Several of them were 
pretty good in blank verse, but it 
was so blank that it was not Jnsi tin. 
thing to fork over to prosterity ami 
speak in school afterward. 

(Jolonol I'rcseott's statue now 
stands where he is supposed lo have 
stood when he told his men to re- 
serve their lire till Ihev saw the 
whites of the enemy's eyes. Those 
who have examined the casl-irou 
illnt-lock weapon used in those days 
will admit that this order was wise. 
Those guns were iiijiirions to health, 
of course, when used to exi ess, but 
not necessarily or iniinediati h fatal. 

At the time of the third attack bv 
the British tho Anicricaiis were out 
ofamuuitioii, but they met the ene- 
my Willi elubbcd muskets, and it was 
found that one end of the rebel Hint- 
lock was about as fatal as the otiior, 
if not more so. 

Boston still moots the invader with 
its club. The Mayor says to tlie citi- 
zens of llosloii : "Wait" till you see 
the whiles of tho visitor's eyes, and 
lliengol'or lilni with your clubs." 
Then the visitor surrenders. 

I lioiio that many years may pass 
boforo it will again be necessary for 
us to soak this fair land in British 
blood. The boundaries of our land 
are now more extended, and so it 
would lake more bloml to soak it. 

Boston has just reason lo be proud 
of Bunker Hill, aud it was cnriainly 
a great stroke of euterprise to have 
tho battle located there. Bunker 
Hill is dear lo every American lieart, 
and there are none of its who would 
not have cheerfully gone into the 
battle then if we had known about it 
iu time.— Bill Hye, Iu Boston Globe.

The Cholera in Spain. 

Dr. liul/, a distinguished physi- 
cian w ho is doing nuieli to relieve 
Ihe distress iu the cholera district of 
Spain, gives some interesting infor- 
imuioii about the naturoand ravages 
of this dreadful scouiage. 

The cholera is spreading Ihroiigh 
all the rrovince of .Miin ia, and he 
apprehends that It will be a severe 
epidemic all over Spain, The germs, 
going down the river Archona, were 
spread through Murela and its sub- 
urbs by the extensive use ol' water 
Used for ii riuat ion. The disease has 
been found to be less virulent, as it is 
^further removed from the original 
source of iiitectioii. At Areliena Ihe 
typo is mild, but about ten per cent 
of those who recover t'roin tliceholera 
lake typhus fever. The temleney of 
every ca.se of recovery i- lo some low 
grade of fever, Tho disease has been 
much more destructive among wo- 
men than men— probably llfly |ier. 
ceiil. Nut tt house ill Murela is free 
I'rum Ihe infection. 

The germs can be carried in letters 
or in clothes, tor lil'tet'ii and, possible, 
thirty days. I'lidur proper ipiuiaii- 
llne the disease may be coiiirollcd, 
but under the loose system now prac- 
ticed its spread Is thought to be cer- 
tain. All mall nialters from the iii- 
fci ted sections should be liiiiiigaleil. 
as the germs live lor days, and even 
months, iu close receptacles. Il Is 
thought that drv fuiuigaliou will iioi 
be sneeessfiil. There Is ono lioled 
case of cholera oil recurd that origi- 
nated I'l om germs tliathtui been pack- 
ed away In a trunk in clothing for 
six vears. The servant who opened 
the trunk died suddenly with all the 
syniptoiiis of chulora. 

The Doctor, furtlie", savs that chol- 
era shows decided afflmly for the 
lil>s. To touch the body of a cholera 
paiieiit, ami afterwards accideiilally 
touch one's own lips with Iho same 
hand, would probably produce a case 
of cholera. The epidemic attacks no 
special traile, but poverty always. 

I lite, led w aler Is Hie souri eoriniicli 
ei il. Il llie w ater is boiled or taken 
from arlesian wells much of the dan- 
ger will he removed. The iUmm-c 
has been found to spread much imu c 
rapidly along water courses than 
over Ihe land. 

There arc many w a\ » in which chole- 
ra may bes|ircad tiiolliereouiitries, if 
Ihe ipiaruiiiine restrictions are caie- 
lussly giianlcd. l<Vuit, rusins, lellers 
and elotliiiig, traiis|iortcd from ihu 
infected distiicts, may give great 
trouble and make imiiieiiso slaughlcr 
of hiiinaii life. 

To pleVi lit the po-sihilil j ot' lodge- 

iiieiit ot this dreadful scourge and all 
minor disurders of similar eliaractcr, 
every precaution should be taken lo 
I einove every means thai give vilalily 
to the germs, Kpiileinie dyseiilery, 
typhoid fever, inrcctioiis piieiinioiiiu, 
diphtheria and ..iiiiilar discKses may 
be much reslraiiied in their hnrtlnl 
iiillnences by reiiinvlngthestibsiancei. 
upon whichtlioy fucd. Uisiiifeclanls 
should be freely used at Ibis season 
of Iho year.

on the :!lst he sets about 8 o'clock. 

Iiiiiiper is an oveniiig star, and di- 
vides Ihe honors of the July evening 
sky with veiius. 

juniper sols on the 1st soon after 
10 o'clock ill the morning ; on the 3ist 
he sets at :>U minutes after 8 o'clock. 

I raiiiis Is an evening star. Ho 
has eomplelid his |)aRsage of seven 
years tinongh the eoiisiclhilion l.co 
and has entered the constellation 
\'igro. 

Neptune is a morning star, and 
leads the trio of planets that precede 
the sun ami shine as iiioriiing stars. 

Saturn is a iiioriiliig star. There 
are no changes during Ihe iiioiith In 
llic classification of the planets as 
morning and evening stars. N'enus, 
Mercury, Jupiter and Uranus arc on 
the east side of the sun and play 
their parts us morning stars. 

'I'he July moon fulls on the 2Clli 
2:t minutes after 9 oclock in the even- 
ing. 

"Old Hickory" Is the name that 
General Jackson got during the 
Creek war. On the occasion of a 
forced and disagreeable march, ('aj)- 
taiii Allen and his lirollier .lolin cut 
down a stout hickory tree, peeled olf 
Iho bark and made a covering fur the 
general, who was with difficulty per- 
suaded lo crawl into it.
